No Longer Necessary to 


Load to Capacity. 


Decatur millers are Interested in 


the fact that an order which was 
Issued during ths war by the food 
administration that cereal products 
should not be put up In packages 
less than a certain sice has been re- 
scinded and the millers may now put 
up their products In such sizes as 
may suit tlicm.
